LIEUT. NELSON 
IS FORCED DOWN 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—Another 


accident marred; the progress of the 
round the''world fliers today when 
Lieut. Eric Nelson was forced down 
within twenty miles of Washington 
on the hop from Mitchell Field, L. I., 
to the capital. 


Lieutenants Smith and Wade and 


theii companions arrived safely after 
one of the roughest jumps they 
made during the entire world flight. 


"It was terrible," said Smith, as he 


jumped out of his plane at Boiling 
field to find President Coolidge and 
his cabinet waiting to greet him. 


From the time they took off at 


Mitchell field this morning they ran 
Into storms, gales and fogs. 
They 


were all forced to land at Aberdeen, 
JMd., when visibility became too low 
to make flying safe and also to re- 
plenish fuel supplies depleted In: 
bucking the winds. It was Nelson's 
first mishap of the trip. 


After flying 22;000 miles thru all 


climates and countries, he was 
brought to earth in a Maryland field 
by a minor trouble with his plane. 


One of the escort planes from the 


Boiling field picked Nelson up and 
bought him along to Washington, 
leaving Lieut. John Harding, Nel- 
son's mechanic, to stand by the 
plane. 


Because of the lateness of the 


hour, however, and the fact that 
President Coolidge and the cabinet 
had waited nearly four hours for 
them. Lieutenant Smith siknalled for 
Wade, his remaining companion to 
land at the field without completing 
the trip over Arlington. 


Lieutenant Smith landed first. As 


the planes touched the earth, sirens, 
whistles and horns turned loose a 
deafening din and the huge crowd 
packed around the enclosure raised a 
mighty cheer. 


The fliers climbed over the sides 


of the planes which were brought to 
a stop before the reviewing stand. 
As they got out, President Coolidge j 
and Secretary of War Weeks came 
forward to give them a warm greet- 
ing.

Months of Constant Effort 


by Construction Men. 


Within the next few days the Bur- 


lington railroad will put the finish- 
ing touches on the rebuilding and re- 
pairing of more than twenty miles of 
railroad, cut in two by the July, 1923 
floods. For nearly fourteen months 
construction forces have been at 
work on that flood wrecked stretch 
! of railroad. Now the riprap workers 
are just about done, the finishing 
touches to be put on the work dur- 
ing the present week. At the end of 
'the calendar year the Burlington had 
spent more than a million dollars 
and the estimated cost of the entire 
work at that time was $2,422,504. 


July 23 and 24, and September 27 


and 28. and October 9, 1923. heavy 
rains in Wyoming caused the Bad- 
water creek to overflow and to take 
with it a large part of twenty miles 
of railroad in about a thirty miles 
stretch. 


A quick survey of the damage 


j made it certain that twenty-one miles 
j of the road would have to be re- 
' located and rebuilt. 
Work started 


i at once and it was more than a 


I month before service could be re- 
j stored over a temporary roadway. 
i The building of the relocated line 
was hurried along and the new track 
placed in use early in the spring of 
the present year. 
The last of the 


finishing work is now being done.

CHICAGO, Sept. 9.—Nathan Leo- 


pold, jr., today, offered to bet on 
even terms that he will hang for the 
murder of Eobert Franks. 


He also offered to lay an even 


term parlay bet that he, Richard 
Loeb, his partner in crime, and Rus- 
sell Scott, awaiting 'trial on charges 
of murdering Joseph Maurer, all will 
be sentenced to hang. 


The offer was made today in the 


county jail, when reporters were ad- 
mitted for their last interview before 
Justice Caverly will read his sen- 
tence tomorrow. 


"I have only a penny," he said, 


pulling a 
single coin out of his 


pocket, "so it will "have to be a 
gentleman's agreement." 


None of the reporters offered to 


take tae bet, and further proceed- 
ings were -stopped by Hans Thomp- 
son, 
a guard, 
who reminded 
the 


youthful slayer that betting is pro- 
hibited by the jail rules. 


"Well I don't want to go to the 


island (solitary confinement) so I 
guess we can't really bet," Leopold i 
said. 


The terms he offered were not as 


good as gambling ' clubs in .the loop 
district reported. Odds there were 
5 to 4 that Justice Caverly will sen- 
tence the youths to the gallows and 
even money that he will sentence 
them to life imprisonment. 


No parlay bets involving Loeb, 


Leopold and, Scott have been re- 
ported from the clubs. 


Leopold's -.willingness 
to 
bet 


against himself was in part at- 
tributed to superstition. The youth 
told newspaper men that he is wor- 
ried because-he may not have his 
"lucky ring" on when he faces the 
court tomorrow morning. 


The ring in question was given 


to him by a girl some years ago, he 
said, and he has worn it almost 
continually since. On one occasion- 
he failed to wear is, with the result 
that he was mixed- up in a traffic 
accident. 


He was making an effort today to 


have his family bring the ring toj 
him so that he cat> have it on his 
finger when the time for sentencing 
arrives. 


About a week ago, w.hen the first 


bets -were made, the odds were as 
high as 3 to 1 that Nathan and Rich- 
ard would be sentenced to death. 
The odds have gone down steadily 
until today the betting is 5 to 4 that 
Justice Caverly will sentence jthem 
to the gallows. 
A large sum of 


money has been wagered at these 
odds that the boys hang. 


Betting on the possibility of life in 


prison is at even money. The bulk 
of the betting is 
on life imprison- 


ment. 


Big odds on a lesser sentence four- 


teen years or more, are offered, but 
with few takers. 


Nathan Leopold, sr., father of 


Nathan, and Forman, his 
brother^ 


also show signs of deep worry. Clar- 
ence Darrow, chief defense attorney, 
said: 
"I have full confidence in the court. 


It seems to me that there can be but 
one decision, and that is life impris- 
onment as we have asked." 


Burlington Buying Two More for

The Burlington will soon place in 


service two new motor cars. While 
the cars have'not been definitely As- 
signed it is now understood that a 
rearrangement of runs will permit 
one of them to be used on the Hast- 
ings to Kearney line,and another on 
the Denver to Lyons lines. 
If the 


motor car is assigned to the Hast- 
ings-Kearney line a rearrangement 
of steam trains will be made that 
will route the steam train from Red 
Cloud to Hastings on to Aurora and 
return, thus leaving for a motor trip 
a forty-two miles and return trip.

In the great majority of cases 


which he has handled, William J. 
Burns has found it best to work in 
secret, but in the matter of the Wit- 
kins forgeries Burns discarded his 
usual method and not only allowed 
publicity to attend his movement, 
but courted it.

How Magellan "Put a Girdle Round About the Earth"

9 LL- put a girdle round'1 


about the earth in forty 
minutes." 


So exclaimed Shakespeare's Puck 


jto demonstrate 
his supernatural 


powers. 
. 
The first mortal to put a girdie 
around the earth was Ferdinand 
Magellan. On March 22. 151S, only 
sixteen years after the first voyage 
of Columbus, Magellan sailed from 
Seville with five vessels. Four and 
a half years later one ship returned 
minus "the valiant leader, who had 
been killed in the Philippines. But 
as Magellan had previously voy- 
aged as far east as the Moluccas, J»i 
the same latitude as the Philippines, 
he had actually been Around the 
earth, though he did not live to com- 
plete the first continuous voyage. 
"I'll push on if we have to eat thf 
leather of the rigging," declared the 
dauntless navigator during the pas- 
sage of the South Pacific. Tt must 
be -remembered that Magellan voy- 
aged in the same type of ship as 
Columbus. 
And wnile Columbus 
traveled about 3.000 mtles in the 
Santa Marias Magellan's fleet cov- 
ered nearly 35,000 miles, since th:v 
had to round both South America 
and Africa. 
Magellan was a Portuguese by 
birth, a member of the lesser n> 
bflity- During .fais early days he 
Voyaged for the King of Portugal. 
In 1504 h<S had sailed round the 
Cape of Good Hope, discovered a 
few years previously by Portusuesa 
navigators, in the service of the fir-t 
Portuguese viceroy in the Bast 
Indies. His first voyage alonp was 
,to locate the tabled Spice Island.--, 
the Moluccas, which he 


'in doing- for his viceroy. Return- 
ing- to Portugal, he fought in an 
expedition to Morocco. 
There he- 
was accused of trading with the 
Moors and', while the charges were 
not proved, he lost fa\or with the 
King of. Portugal, who refused him, 
further-'employnient. Magellan then 
emigrated to Spain and offered his 
allegiance to the King of Spain, who 
graciously accepted it. 


Magellan proposed to-'the Span- 
ish _ruier to send him in search of 
the Indies by sailing around South 
America, whose dimensions were 
still only vaguely imagined. 
.When he arrived at the mighty 
River Plata he thought he had 
found his southwest passage, and 
he actually discovered it when he 
reached the strait which bears bis 
name.

NEW YORK, Sept. 9.—No heavy- 


weight contest in years has caused 
the division of opinion among the ex- 
p-rts that is lound in the advance 
predictions on the outcome of the 
Luis Firpo-Harry Wills contest to be 
held Thursday night in Tex Rick- 
•ard's Jersey Citj arena. 


When Jack Dempsey was prepar- 


ing for his fight in Toledo against 
Jess Wlllard there were only a 'few- 
brave hearts who were willing to ar- 
gue against the theory that Willard 
had too much size for the smaller 
and younger challenger. 


Dempsey's punching power was 


recognized and admitted by all. His 
fighting heart and his savage style 
of attack had been proved but he 
was looked upon as being too small. 


Difference in size and weight were 


also factors that had to be figured by 
the experts when they were forming 
an opinion before the Dempsey-Car- 
pentier fight. 'Punching power and 
boxing skill were also of the most 
vital importance. 


Dempsey was picked almost unani- 


mously as the winner because he 
was bigger and heavier, because he 
had a two-handed attack against the 
right-hand weapon of the Frenchman 
and because he was figured as hav- 
ing just as much speed and boxing 
skill—not as spectacular, but just as I 
effective. 
, 
' 


Tom -Gibbons, when he was train- 


ing for his fight with Dempsey in 
buelby was regarded so lightly by 
the leading experts that they tried to 
work out the puzzle of what round 
it would be and how soon Dempsey 
would win. 
Gibbons wasn't regard- 


ed at all, and the experts bothered 
very little with any figures on his 
chances. 


Skill against brute strength was 


held up as the primary factor of the 
Dempsey-Firpo 
fight. The critics 


didn't give the green, awkward Firpo 
a chance and, as was done at Shelby, 
the wise "birds" tried to pick the 
round and the punch. It was a short 
fight, of course, and some opinions 
Vere vindicated, but no one dared 
even think how many punches would 
be swapped, how many knockdowns 
there would be and how much action 
would be crowded into' less than a 
round and a half of battling. 


In practically every heavyweight 


fight since Dempsey won the title 
there has been an overwhelming sen- 
timent in favor of one of the princi- 
pals, but the speculation on the Fir- 
po-Wills fight finds almost as many 
guesses as there are gnesse'rs. 


Wills was installed as a slight fav- 


orite when the match was made. But 
the betting changed when it was 
learned that Firpo was training se- 
riously and the South American be- 
came the favorite. Opinion has been 
changing so much, however, that it 
is possible they will be even-money 
choice when they go into the ring. 


Firpo and Wills have so many 


physical 
qualifications in common 


that'it is hard to figure them. It Is 
not so much a question as to their 
respective strength and power as it 
is bow much effectiveness they will 
be able to get out of their physical 
resources. 


They are about the same size and 


near the same weight. 
They are 


both powerful men and they both 
like a rough-and-tumble style of 
fighting. Wills, beyond all doubt, 
has a better fighting head, more ex- 
perienced and more skill. But Demp- 
sey had even more of the same tech- 
nical qualifications and he was given 
an awful pushing around by Firpo in 
the" memorable first round of their 
great fight 


There is one thing certain, and it 


is most important to consider: Firpo 
will not be afraid of Wills. When he 
was aggressive enough to .walk out 
of his corner and smack Dempsey to 
his knees with the very first punch 
of the fight, it's a. cinch that he will 
not try to feel out Wills. Pel haps, 
because he never has had an oppor- 
tunity of that kind, the same thing 
cannot be said of Wills. 


When it comes to punching, in 


both accuracy and power, there are 
other things to consider, also. When 
Dempsey had to knock Firpo down 
nine times before he remained on 
the floor, it is not safe to assume 
that Wills will stop the South Ameri- 
can with one punch. Wills may have 
to hit him a doz^n times, and his 
hands will not stand up under many 


I punches when he puts everything he 
' ha? behind them.

It is charged that after procuring 
from Otto Schintler a plea of guilty 
of Illegal possession, he failed, neg- 
lected and refused to prosecute him 
for making intoxicants, which it was 
his duty to do, and that he directed 
the sheriff to make an incorrect re- 
turn upon a search warrant. 0. E.

The second charge is that after A. 


McFarland pleaded guilty of posses- 
sion of liquor, ^he county attorney 
refused to prosecute him for posses- 
sion of mash and a still and for mak- 
ing liquor. A third .charge Is that 
John 'Schmidt was allowed to plead 
guilty to unlawful possession when j 
he should have been prosecuted for 
a second offense, which prosecution 
Funk refused to initiate.

Other members made 
their appearance during the morning 
session and many are expected dur- 
ing the day. The association covers 
five western states, Oklahoma; Mis- 
souW, Kansas, Nebraska and Colo- 
rado. The object of the annual meet- 
ings is to exchange ideas, to promote 
acquaintance and to promote in- 
creased efficiency in newspaper dis- 
tribution. 


The association was welcomed to 


Lincoln 
by Will Owen Jones, who 


spoke for Mayor Zehrung, President 
Cornell of the chamber of commerce 
and Governor Bryan, none of these 
officials 
finding it possible to be. 


present. The address of welcome in- 
cluded a general discussion of news- 
paper 
problems, 
in which 
the 


speaker endeavored to outline the 
proper relations between the edi- 
torial and circulation departments of 
daily newspapers. Sidney D. Long of 
the Wichita Tagle continued this dis- 
cussion as a part of his eloquent re- 
sponse to the address of welcome. 
After some of the preliminaries of 
the opening session . had been dis- 
posed of the convention returned to 
the general subject and spent the en- 
tire morning on newspaper makeup, 
the functions of headlines and • pic- 
tures, the place of sensational dis- 
play and kindred subjects. President 
H. S. Blake of the Capper Publica- 
tions of Topeka took the ground that 
circulation managers, if they are 
wise and £wake to the needs of their 
publications, will favor constructive 
policies rather than the reverse. He 
was of the opinion taht the editors 
rather than the circulation men are 
responsible for the overdisplay of 
crime in the modern 
daily news- 


paper. The question was discussed 
with considerable zest until it was 
time to adjourn for the noon lunch- 
eon, which was served at the cham- 
ber of commerce.

High prices 
mean lessened demands and fewer sales, and 
Ibis, in turn, means increased prices because 
of the overhead. The bafie of the whole busi- 
ness structure, the experts say, is the number 
of profits and commissions that have to be 
paid- to ge,t stuff into the hands of consumers.
